that they are assured during the next 
three months of daily bread. He made 
Sunday no day of rest, but realizing 
the seriousness of the situation created 
by Comptroller General McCarl’s ruling 
that no money could be advanced 
against the 1928 appropriation for the 
maintenance of children wards of the 
District, started to work early yester- 
day and before night had obtained the 
$40,000 necessary for their maintenance. 


Lend $10,000 Each 


The heroes, however, are of course 

those who put up the money. Four 
persons each lent $10,000 to the 
mothers to be handled by trustees, and 
under an arrangement devised yester- 
day, the mothers are to indorse and 
turn their checks over to the trustees 
for the lenders when Congress finally 
appropriates the money. 
The four persons are John Joy Edson, 
John Hays Hammond, Frank J. Hogan 
and Mrs. Anne Archbold. Each of them 
readily made the loan, for which they 
will receive no interest.

Lumber Yard Is Damaged 
$50,000 in 3-Alarm Blaze 


Are Drenched By 


Southwest Block Enveloped With Smoke and Flames— 
Firemen Save Huge Tank of Gasoline—Spectators 


Misdirected Hose. 


A three-alarm fire which threatened 
to explode a tank of several hundred 
gallons of gasoline nearby, and there- 
fore menaced the lives of several hun- 
dred people gathered in the vicinity, 
caused an estimated damage of $50,000 
yesterday to the lumber yard of the 
Thomas J. Shryock & Co., Inc., on 
South Capitol street between F and G 
streets southwest. 

The fire, of undetermined origin, 
enveloped nearly the entire block 
bounded by F and G streets and South 
Capitol and One-half streets, occupied 
by the company. The dense smoke 
and sheets of flame, attracted a crowd 
of 6,000 persons who lined nearby 
streets and the tracks of the South- 
ern railroad not far away. 

The firemen prevented the spread of 
the fire to the adjoining warehouses of 
the M. J. Gensberg & Sons Co., dealers 
in excelsior and sawdust. 

The flames at one time licked a tank 
in which is stored several hundred gal- 
lons of gasoline used by trucks of the 
company. The eager crowd that had 
gathered were not more than 120 feet 
away, and if the tank had exploded un- 
doubtedly would have been spattered 
with liquid flames,

A tank of lubricating oil adjoined the 


gasoline tank, and nearby was a great 
| quantity of paint. As soon as the fire- 
men arrived, they perceived the danger, 
and turned the hose on the gasoline, 
paint and oil, 

Several misdirections of the unwieldy 
hose resulted in a pronounced wetting 
of several hundred of the crowd. The 
throng caused the police considerable 
difficulty. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, formerly a fireman, and a 
group of newspaper reporters were 
given a drenching when one of the 
twelve fire hose played on the blaze 
broke through the blazing lumber 
sheds. Maj. Hesse declared he was of 
the opinion that the ducking he got 
was “no accident.” 

The fire was discovered about 5 
o’clock by Mrs. Susie Washington, 41 
G street southwest, whose home ad- 
joins the lumbér yard. Henderson 
Proctor, jr., son of the foreman of la- 
borers at the yard, received a telephone 
call at his home, 320 Third street 
southwest, informing him of the fire. 
He hurried to the yard, broke through 
the glass window of the. office, and

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DETECTIVE BUREAU: 
TO TRY FRESH MEN 


Number to Be Increased 
One-Fourth; Dead Wood 
to Be Ousted. 


AIMS TO ESTABLISH 
CITY'S FINEST FORCE 


Past Records and Influence to 
Mean Nothing, He Says, 
in Reorganization. 


A complete reorganization of the de- 
tective bureau of the District of Colum- 
bia police department will be under- 
taken within the next 30 days, Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse declared yesterday. 

At the same time, the superintendent 
of police declared, he plans so to con- 
stitute his police force of more than 
1,000 members as effectively to carry 
out his plans of “running the speak- 
easies Out of Washington” and turn his 
police force into “the best cooperative 
force the prohibition department has in 
the United States.” 

The first step to be undertaken by 
Maj. Hesse in his plans for the reor- 
ganization of the detective bureau will 
be to increase its personnel one-fourth. 

The second move, he declared, will 
be the removal of all “dead wood” in 
the bureau. 

Maj. Hesse said he is going to give 
Washington “the finest detective force 
the city has had in its history” and 
“one that the city will be proud of,” 
adding that a reorganization of the bu- 
reau is the only way he can effect his 
purposes. 

‘Past records and “influence” will 
mean nothing to Maj. Hesse, once his 
plans of reorganization are under way, 
he declared. 

The men now comprising the detec- 
tive bureau, the major said, will have to 
prove they are “necessary parts” and 
fit to be detective sergeants, or they will 
be replaced by other qualified men. 

At present, there are 40 detective 
sergeants on the rolls of the detective 
bureau. Maj. Hesse will add ten mem- 
bers within the next 30 days, as author- 
ized under a recent act of Congress. 

Maj. Hesse interjected, however, that 
the new detective sergeants Would not 
necessarily come from the ranks of the 
present precinct detectives. Any mem- 
ber of the police force, regardless of 
whether he is a precinct detective, a 
“greenhorn” or a “veteran,” will be 
eligible for the posts, if his record is 
worthy of consideration. 

He intimated further that some 
members of tke detective bureau would 
have to hustle to retain their present 
positions as detective sergeants. In- 
fluence will not keep any member of 
the bureau on duty. 

“Once the men are assigned to the 
detective bureau,” Maj. Hesse declared,

FORCE DEMORALIZED 
BY RECENT SHAKE-UP 


Smuggling of Whiskies Over 
International Boundaries 
Expected to Increase. 


Following. is the first of a series of 
articles on prohibition enforcement and 
the crisis it must face as the result 
of a series of circumstances arising in 
1927: 


By WALTER H. ATKINS. 

Another crisis has tobbed up in the 
stormy path of Federal prohibition en- 
forcement. It is serious enough in 
many of its aspects to threaten success 
of the government’s dry law program 
for 1927 If it does not entirely upset 
the Treasury’s war plans for swifter 
offensives against the big producers and 
distributors of illicit booze, it is bound 
to seriously delay achievemert of en- 
forcement aims and purposes. 


Here are some of the sudden devel-- 


o-ments that have precipitated en- 
forcement chaos, and are calculated to 
slow up scheduled drives against ss sped 
l: wbreakers in every State: 

1. Almost complete suspension of 
jury trials in dry law cases and other 
litigation in Federal courts has resrlted 
from a shortage in Federal appropria- 
tions to pay jurors. Funds for juries 
are practically exhausted. These will 
be used only to try offenders in jail 
for long periods. Comp roller General 
McC: rl rules that no overdrafts on next 
year’s appropriations will be honored. 
Attorney General Sargent has asked 
Federal judges and United States mar- 
shals to avoid deficits and cut ex- 
penses. New appropriations do not be- 
come available unti' July 1. Federal 
courts then begin summer vacation 
schedules. To or three ars will be 
required to clear up the Jam of accumu- 
lated dry law cases and other litigation 
expected to pile.up before the courts 
are functioning normally again. 

Forces in Utter Confusion. 


2. Government prohibition forces are 
virtually demoralized and in a state of 
utter confusion, because of a nation- 
wide shake-up now in progress. This 
is due to the latest prohibition experi- 
ment—the newly created bureau of pro- 
hibition, with personnel under civil 
service. Hundreds are leaving the serv- 
ice because of uncertainty of tenure. 
Officially, the new bureau began op- 
erating April 1. Many employes were 
given a temporary civil service status, 
holding good only until they qualify 
under the rigid requirements of the

U. §. Assumes Leadership; 
Softens Threats on China 


British Stand on Sanctions is Checked Under Treaty 
Negotiated By Bryan With Peking in 1914; 
Other Powers Follow Washington. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The United States government has 
assumed leadership in the present all- 
important stage of the negotiations 
with. strife-torn China and diplomatists 
last night were commenting on the fol- 
lowing developments: 

First—Secretary of State Kellogg has 
refused to follow the British suggestion 
that threats of armed force be used in 
connection with the demands upon the 
Cantonese government because of the 
Nanking incident. 

Second—The British government, as 
& result of the American attitude, has 
decided to abandon threats of sanctions 
in connection with the British de- 
mands, which are expected to be identic 
with those communicated to the Can- 
tonese foreign secretary by the United 
States, Japan, France and Italy. 

Third—The delay in announcing 
America’s position, which appears to 


have nettled some of the statesmen at 
London, now looms up as the out- 
standing incident of the diplomatic ex- 
changes, because it gave time for a 
desperately needed cooling-off process 
while the fires of antiforeignism threat- 
ened consuming extension. 

Further incidents of most unwelcome 
character are looked for as a matter of 
course, but the big phase of dealing 
with the problem, which may be made 
known today when the identic notes 
are sent to the Cantonese, appears 
agreed upon. 

America’s unwillingness to commit 
the nation to threats of war or even 
threats of using armed force shows that 
President Coolidge and Secretary Mel- 
logg are not permitting America to be 
drawn into any policy of impressing 
the Chinese with the power of big guns. 

To do so would admittedly satisfy 
those British statesmen who hope that

IN CHINA, POWERS TOLD 


Rykoff Issues Warning at the 
All-Russian Conference; 
Peace Hope Held. 


PREPAREDNESS IS URGED 


Moscow, April 10 (By A. P.).—The 
declaration that soviet Russia's policy 
in the present diplomatic controversy 
with Peking is one of peace, but that 
the powers should not mistake it for 
one of weakness, was made tonight by 
Alexis Rykoff, president of the council 
of commissars, at the opening the all- 
Russian conference of soviets. 

The Chinese situation held the at- 
tention of the conference almost im- 
mediately after the preliminary organ- 
ization had been completed. M. Rykoff 
outlined to the 1,402 delegates present 
the seriousness of the Far East situa- 
tion, but declared that the policy of 
the soviet government was strictly one 
of peace. This statement was greeted 
with prolonged applause. 

The foreign powers, he said, knew 
that war between Russia and China 
would mean the failure of the Chinese 
revolution, since the latter was based 
on friendship for Russia and that 
hence recent acts of provocation were 
intended to precipitate a conflict. 

“I declare, however,” he said, “that 
we have had enough experience in self- 
restraint in the past ten years not to 
permit ourselves to be tricked by such 
unprecedented provocation. But I 
warn the power: that they must not 
regard our peace policy as a sign of 
weakness.” 

M. Rykoff also read what he de- 
scribed as a Chinese official order to 
the secret police directing them to find 
incriminating evidence during the Pe- 
king raid even if it were necessary to 
obtain it from the police station.

With the finding of the coat and 
overcoat of Capt. Frederick Kopper, jr., 
consulting engineer and machine shop 
owner, on the river bank immediately 
above Great falls yesterday, a fog of 
incredible opacity arose to cloak the 
mystery which has attended his dis- 
appearance of five days ago. 

The clothing. neatly folded, was 
found on the bank by Robert Jenkins, 
who lives on Conduit road near the 
falls. He at once called Road Marshal 
Roy Ferguson and Joseph Oldfield, a 
Montgomery county police officer, who 
roped off the spot of discovery. 

The back of the overcoat was caked 
with mud. Although there were no 
indications of a scuffle on the ground 
near the coats, footprints were evident 
both on the bank and in the sand 
under the water. Officer Oldfield said 
the pockets contained only a few blot- 
ters advertising Capt. Kopper’s shop, 
while an American Legion button and 
a bar pin of the Society of 40-and-8& 
were pinned to the lapel. 

On the terrace of Jenkins’ lawn 
were prints in the mud, as if a man 
had fallen down the slope. Officer 
Oldfield held it was probable that Capt. 
Kopper may have fallen, as he strongly 
believed Kopper was the man who at- 
tempted to call a taxicab from the Jen- 
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kins home Tuesday night, the time of 
his disappearance. 

Capt. Kopper was an emergency of- 
ficer during the world war. He left 
his machine shop at 1006 C street 
northwest Tuesday, declaring he was 
going to his home, 4 West Irving street, 
Chevy Chase, Md. -He failed to arrive 
home, and two days later his automo- 
bile was found, abandoned and locked, 
at Great Falls. The following day his 
hat was found by Jenkins. All the 
clothing was identified by his relatives 
and friends. 

According to Oldfield, Jenkins de- 
clared that Tuesday night a man 
knocked at his door twice and shouted 
his desire to telephone for a_ taxicab. 
Later a sound similar to some one 


hat was found a short distance from 
Jenkins’ home. 

Edward Rawley, recently resigned 
from the Fairfax county, Va., police 
and employed at the Kopper shop, said 
he followed Capt. Kopper to Conduit 
road after the missing man left the 
machine shop Tuesday evening. Raw- 
ley said his reason for following Capt 
Kopper was because “the man was in 
no condition to drive a car.”

IN CHINESE WATERS 


Eight Nations Also Have 30 
Naval Auxiliaries There, 
Ready for Action. 


Londo, April 10 (By A. P.).—An Ex~ 
change Telegranh dispatch from Shang- 
hai says the Cantonese have evacuated 
Shinkiang and are retreating in @is- 
order toward Shanghai, necessitating 
the’ greatest precautions by the fore 
eigners there. 

The dispatch savs the French already 
have been compelled to fire to prevent 
the entrance of a routed mob of 6@ol- 
diers. 

Shanghai, April 10 (By A. P.).—The 
military successes of the reorganized 
northern forces under Gen. Sun Chuatle- 
Fang continue, advices reaching here 
say. 

A wireless dispatch from Chinklang, 
dated April 9, says Gen. Sun’s troops, 
in their successful drive have reached 
three points on the north bank of the 
Yangtze river opposite Chinklang, 
While the northerners have not yet 
crossed the river the nationalists al- 
ready are falling back from Chinkiang 
along the railway to Changchow and 
Nanking. 

The fact that there are no troop 
movements across the river indicated 
that all the nationalists who were in 
this area now are south of the 
Yangtze. 

A wireless from Nanking says there 
are signs that the nationalists are with- 
drawing from Pukow since many junks 
full of soldiers are continually crossing 
the river toward Nanking. 


Many Cantonese Desert. 


In the fighting north of the Yangtze 
Gen. Sun's troops decisively defeated @ 
brigade of Cantonese, the wireless re- 
lates, and a general and 400 men es- 
caped across the river to Chinklang. 
Three génerals atid between 4.000 and 
5,000 men crossed che river to the 
north bank Saturday -norning, it is 
said, and deserted to the northerners. 

Reports of an advance by the north- 
erners in Honan province have not yet 
been confirm’. The northern forces, 
it is said, are stil at Sinyangchow. 

Japanese reports from Soochow gay 
that coolies and police have surrounded 
the Japanese consulate and business 
premises of Soochow, thus preventing 
the evacuation of 34 men and ten 
women. 

The situation in the city is said te 
be growing worse. 

A naval wireless message from Hane 
kow dated April 8, says the Japanese 
were then erecting strong defenses 
around the concession and had mobile 
ized their volunteer forces. 


Meet to Decide Actions. 


A meeting of the military authorie 
ties and the political bureau of the 
nationalist government was held to 
discuss the question of what should 
be done regarding the Japanese concege 
sion. The result oi the meeting, the 
message said, was not revealed. The 
political bureau, is reported to be in 
favor of taking the concession by force 
but the militarists are said to be averse 
to such action. 

China’s troubles have brought to- 
gether in Chinese waters the greatest 
international naval concentration ever 
seen in the Orient for the protection of 
foreign lives and interests. 

Shanghai presents today a greater are 
ray of foreign fighting craft flying the 
flags of eight non-Chinese nations than 
any other port in the world. There are 
172 fighting ships in Chinese waters, 
besides 30-cdd naval auxiliaries, such 
as transports, colliers, tugs and similat 
vessels. 

The nations represented by thig 
great armada are the United States, 
Great Britain, Japan, France, Italy, 
Spain, Portugal and the Netherlandg, 
In command are eight admirals—thred 
Americans, three British, one Japanese 
and one French. 


Admiral Williams Is Senior. 


Admiral Clarence 8. Williams, come 
mander in chief of the United Stateg 
Asiatic fleet, is the senior officer of the 
fleet. The other American admirals aré 
Rear Admiral Henry H. Hough, come 
manding the Yangtze patrol, and Rear 
Admiral John R. Blakeley, commanding 
the third light cruiser division, cons 
sisting of the Richmond, Marblehead 
and Cincinnati.

IN FEAR OF MOVEMENT 


McNary Leaves for. West Next 
Week to Attend Conference 
With Farm Leaders. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 


Farm relief, the child of a nonpar- 
tisan alliance in the Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress, bids fair to be adopted in some 
concrete form as an administration 
measure in the Seventieth Congress. 

Veto of the McNary-Haugen bill, 
which it was believed at the time would 
plague President Coolidge, has resulted 
instead in a movement vainst an even 
dearer possession of the Republican 
party as a whole—the protective tariff. 

The farmer, denied what h_ consid- 
ered protection for the product of his 
labors, is in many sections of the coun- 
try demanding destruction of the tariff 
wall ‘which protects other producers. 
If he is forced to sell in a world mar- 
ket, 60 the argument goes, he should 
not be forced to spend the dollar that 
he gets in a protected market. 

The extent of this movement has been 
noticeably felt in Washington. It is 
the burden of the mail which members 
of Congress interestcd in farm relief 
have received since the close of Con- 
gress. It has been the subject of re- 

orts which political leaders from as 
ar East as Ohio have made in person 
to the White House, and it has reached 
even those senators and representatives 
whose constituencies lie entirely in the 
East, where protection is paramount to 
all other issues. 


Two Achievements Necessary. 


There is, therefore. considerable 
presesure among Republicans of all 
shades of opinion for some settlement 
of the question. They believe that if 
some acceptable method can be found 
for extending a helping hand to agri- 
culture two aims will have been 
achieved; the farm question will have 
been taken out of the 1928 campaign— 
which in itself would be considered no 
mean accomplishment—and any dan- 
ger of tariff tinkering will have been 
removed until the Republicans in Con- 
gress are better equipped than they 
will be at the next session to resist 
such a movement. 

It would, Republican leaders fear and 
realize, take but slight accessions .to 
the Democratic ranks in the next Con- 
gress to make a tariff revision program 
really dangerous, and they regard with 
considerable anxiety the suggestion 
from the farm States that their repre- 
sentatives will be instructed to work 
for a downward revision of the tariff. 
Circumstances such as these have put 
brains, which in the last Congress were 
entirely opposed to farm relief, at work 
on the agricultural problem. 

Nothing in the shape of a concrete 
one has been evolved as yet. The 
resident and Treasury officials still 
appear to be convinced a solution can 
ve found through extention of greater 
éredeits to the farmers. They hope to 


‘ bring about the reorganization of the 


Federal farm loan bureau by May, and 
through a liberalization of the loans 
granted by the intermediate credit 
banks relieve agricull depression. -

Surplus Crops Sapien. 


The majority of farm organizations/| 


and farm relief leaders in Congress in- 
sist, however, that the farmer does not 
want further opportunity to borrow 
money, but some method of handling 
surplus crops without” affecting the 
price of the commodities as-a whole. 

They are seeking to impress on the 
President the Jecessity of adopting a 
measure modr id along the line of the 
McNary-Haugen bill. Modifications of 
the legislation already have been con- 
sidered and some thought has been 
given to the idea of eliminating the 
equalization fee and the nominating 
feature, which forced the President to 
accept for the marketing commission 
men designated by the farmers. 

There is no denial of the fact that 
what would be left would be in the 
Mature of a subsidy to the farmers, 
since without the equalization fee the 
losses sustained in marketing the 
gurplus would have to be borne by the 
government, but there are congres- 
sional leaders who think that if it 
could be demonstrated that the amount 
of the subsidy would not be too large 
President Coolidge might be willing to 
accept such a solution. 

*~More definite decision as to the 
policy of the farm relief leaders may 
Be reached following a series of con- 
ferences which Senator Charles L. Mc- 
Nary, of Oregon, chairman of the agri- 
cultural committee of the Senate, 
plans to have soon with farm leaders 
in the West.

KOPPER’S GARMENTS FOUND 
ON BANK NEAR GREAT FALLS

Henry Otis, foreman of the machine 
shop owned by Pepper, who also was 
reported missing, had been visiting 
relatives in Clarendon, Va., his brother, 
Randolph Otis, of 805 G street north- 
west, said yesterday. He returned to 
this city, he said, when he learned of 
the report. 

Harbor police and members of the 
Vincent B. Costello post of the Ameri- 
can legion, with which the missing man 
was affiliated, dragged the river above 
the falls all day yesterday without re- 
sult. The legionnaires, who have con- 
ducted an intensive search in the vi- 
cinity of the falls since the disappear- 
ance of the army officer became known 
Thursday, were on the scene at 10 
o'clock and dragged the river in row- 
boats. 

C. M. Birkigt, Frank Brown and 
Charles Donaldson, of the harbor police, 
did not arrive until late afternoon and 
dragged continuously until dusk. 

William F. Franklin, adjutant of Cos- 
tello post, who has led the search of 
the legionnaires, declared the search- 
ing party had searched the woods near 
the spot where the coats were found 
but had not seen the coats either Fri- 
day or Saturday. Franklin’ said the 
legiou “will search until the mystery 
is solved.” He was a close friend of 
Capt. Kopper and declared the retired 
officer was to have gone to New York 
Wednesday to settle an estate. He said 
Capt. Kopper had a large sum of money 


when he last saw him, the day before 
he disappeared. ; 

Stuart Capen, brother-in-law of Capt. 
Kopper, who also resides at the Chevy 
Chase address, declared that Capt. Kop- 
per had never stayed away from home 
for such a length of time without 
notifying him. 

A telephone call received at the 
Capen home lends strength to the be- 
lief that the missing man is alive. The 
telephone call came from a cafeteria at 
Eighteenth and B streets northwest, 
telling of a man answering the de- 
scription of the missing man, who was 
eating a meal. The man was de- 
scribed as having a growth of beard and 
his clothing bore evidences of outdoor 
living. 

This lent credenee to the story told 
by L. M. Gawler, of Wheaton, Md, 
Gawler said that he saw and talked 
with Capt. Kopper at Connecticut ave- 
nue and Tilden street northwest Fri- 
day. He said Kopper was in a car with 
another man. 

The services of a private detective 
agency were retained by the Costello 
post in an effort to penetrate the maze. 
Two private detectives were at Great 
Falls and interviewed friends and mem- 
bers of the household of Capt. Kopper. 
Capt. Kopper’s friends in the American 
Legion expressed the opinion that the 
engineer had met with violence. 

Officer Oldfield, who has headed the 
police investigation, declared the inci- 
dent remained a mystery to him and 
that he would maintain an open mind 
until some definite evidence had beén 
uncovered which might lead to the 
man’s whereabouts.

WORKMANSHIP HIGHER 
THAN TUTANKHAMEN’S 


Discoveries Restore Names of 
Forgotten Dynasties to 
History Again: 


Philadelphia, April 10 (By A. P.).— 
Objects 2,000 years older*and “rivaling 


‘n artistic merit and skill in crafts- 
manship” the treasures of Tutankha- 
men, have been found by the joint ex- 
nedition of the British museum and of 
the Myseum of the University of Penn- 
sylvania at Ur of the Chaldees in Meso- 
ogtamia. 

This was revealed in a report from 

Leonard Wooley, director of the joint 
xpegition, made public by the uni- 
versity museum today. The expedition, 
‘losed its excavations at Ur for the 
season on February 19. Clay tablets 
bearing the names of kinds unrecord- 
“d history and indications that they 
aad ruled as early as 3500 B. C. were 
among the discoveries. 

Every advance into the mound, Mr. 
Woolley’s report said, brought the ex- 
pedition to a richer part of the ceme- 
tery. On the topmost level cylinder 
seals inscribed with the names of mem- 
ers of the household of the daughter 
of Sargon of Akkad, “The lady who be- 
came the high priestess of the moon 
god at ur,” were found. Farther down 
was unearthed the lapis lazuli cylin- 
der seal of Nin-kur-nin, the wife of 
Mes-an-ni-pad-da, founder of the first 
dynasty of Ur. This was characterized 
by Mr. Woolley as a historical docu- 
ment of: first importance. 

“Three years ago at Tel El Obeid,” 
added the report, “the expedition dis- 
covered the foundation tablet and 
gold seal of A-an-ni-pad-da, the sec- 
ond king of the dynasty, and thereby 
restored to history a line of kings often 
regarded as mythical. Now A-an-ni- 
pad-da’s father becomes a real. per- 
son attested by material proof and at 
the same time we gain an approxi- 
mate date for our second level. The 
cylinder belongs to the end of the 
series and the graves fall between 
3200 and 3100 B. C. : 

“Below these comes a blank stratu 
and then a distinct series of graves 
much older and much richer than the 
rest. With them are associated clay 
tablets inscribed with a semipicto- 
graphic script and seals bearing the 
names -of kings unrecorded in any his- 
tory. The difference in level and change 
in writing both demand a considerable 
' lapse of time and the lower graves 

must be as early as 3500 B. C.”’ 

Mr. Woolley said that because of the 
nature of the soil, Mesopotamia would 
never produce such furniture as filled 
the rock-hewn hermetically sealed 
chambers of Thebes, but that articles 
carved from gold and other metals able 
to resist the chemical action of the 
soil were superior in workmanship to 
those found in Tutankhamen’s tomb. 

Infay Work Found - 

“One of our best things,” 
Woolley’s report, “is a fragment cf in- 
lay work consisting of eight shell 
plaques, four of which are decorated 
with linear patterns, four most deli- 
cately engraved with animal figures 
The engraved lines are filled tn with 
color, black for the animals and red 
for the conventional background, and 
the plaques are framed with narrow 
borders of pink limestone and lapis 
lazuli.

OFFICIALS KEEP SILENCE 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Mexico City, April 10.—Lieut. Col. 
Edward Davis, of Evanston, Ill., attache 
at the American embassy, crossed the 
border today en route to Washington, 
to report about the theft of confiden- 
tial documents from his office. Offi- 
cially, Col. Davis is away on his annual 
vacation. 


The theft of certain confidential pa- 
pers from the embassy first became 
known about two months ago. An in- 
vestigation was made and it was an-' 
nounced that nothing of importance 
had been taken. Later a clerk of the 
embassy, an American, was discharged 
for alleged irregular habits, as it was 
stated. A denial was made that he was 
under suspicion of purloining the doc- 
uments. At the same time a rumor 
was current that the Mexican govern- 
ment had come into possession of con- 
fidential documents from the American 
embassy, but this also was officially 
denied. 

The discharged clerk subsequently 
disappeared. It was stated today that 
a search for him is under way. 

All the Mexico City newspapers this 
morning featured the Washington dis- 
patches about the falsification of the 
State Department correspondence with 
the American embassy. At both the 
American embassy and foreign office, 
however, a complete reticence baffled 
all inquiries. Both President Calles 
and Foreign Minister Aaron Saenz were 
inaccessible and Ambassador Sheffield 
refused to talk.

Leaves Details to Experts. 


He said that he had no personai 
opinion as far as the application of the 
5-5-3 ratio to auxiliaries was con- 
cerned, declaring that it would be 
necessary for the experts of the three 
powers to discuss this at length in or- 
der to determine a proper ratio. When 
the various facts and figures, combined 
with the actual needs of each powcr, 
were presented, he felt that a decision 
on this question of the auxiliary ship 
ratio should not be difficult. 

Rear Admiral Saito was positive that 
Japan would not raise the question of 
immigration at the conference. 

Among matters on which Admiral 
Saito said he had no opinion and whicn 
he believed should be left to experts, 
was the proposal t® combine the de- 
stroyer and cruiser tonnage in order to 
determine a ratio basis. 

The technicalities involved in the 


coming conference, the admiral said, 
really were matters which should be 
left to naval experts. Since these were 
all scientific men, he expressed the 
belief that they would not have much 
difficulty in arriving at definite con- 
clusions. 


Admiration for Coolidge. 


Admiral Saito expressed gréat ad- 
miration for President Coolidge, declar- 
ing that he agreed thoroughly with 
everything the President wrote in his 
memorandum suggesting the forthcom- 
ing conference. The admiral said that 
he was going to Geneva with a free 
hand and that he would not counten- 
ance any secret agreements @r under- 
standings, but insist that everything 
be discussed frankly and openly. He 
believed that -the only instruction 
which he would receive from his gov- 
ernment would be to strive for a suc- 
cessful conclusion of the conference. 

Alluding to Japan’s economic condi- 
tion, which is causing concern, he 
expressed the opinion that everything 
possible must be done to cut the na- 
tional budget and to reduce taxes. lf 
a reduction in naval expenses: could be 
achieyed, he thought. business condi- 
tions would benefit enormously. For 
that: reason, he said, Japan was going 
to. Geneva with a sincere and earnest 
desire that an equitable limitations 
agreement be reached. 


Naval Cuts Separate 


’ Paris, April 10 (By A. P.).—Naval dis- 
armament may well be accomplished 
apart from .general disarmament, in 
the opinion of Jean le Cour Grand- 
maison, coauthor in the chamber of 
deputies of a resolution seeking the 


abolition of battleships and battle’ 


cruisers by international agreement. 

M.:Grandmaison safd the plan of M. 
Paul-Boncour, French representative at 
the preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion, to make naval disarmament part 
of.a general scheme to limit arma- 
ments, was seductive, but that the 
problem was too vast and complex for 
the preparatory delegates to risk 
“drowning themselves in generalities at 
the risk of bringing to birth unpleas- 
ant skepticism. and confirming the im- 
pression that it will be impossible of 
Success.” 

It would be better to realize a par- 
tial accord under the resolution intro- 
duced by him and his colleagues call- 
ing for the limitation of naval arma- 
ments, than to depend on an all-in- 
clusive conference, M. Grandmaison 
thinks. 

However valid the redsons prompting 
the French government to keep clear 
of. the idea of sending an observer to 
the Geneva three-power conference, 
called by President Coolidge, M. Grand- 
maison is of the opinion that this deci- 
sion risks being badly interpreted in 
the United States. 

“We-can not forget the press cam- 
paign which in 1921-22 during the 
Washington conference did us such 
harm by representing France as hos- 
tile to every measure for disarmament 
and cherishing, I know not what, belli- 
cose and imperialistic designs.”

| staples, general manager of the Ford 
| commissaries, was followed by the ap- 
pointment of a committee by the asso- 
clation which will. study the Ford 
methods. The association also engaged 
a firm of auditors to make a complete 
report on the Ford plan with a view to 
adoption by small merchants of any 
practices found feasible. 

After the date set the Ford stores 
will be closed to all but employes of 
the Ford organization. There are ap- 
proximately 4,000 Ford employes in De- 
troit and environs, and it is under- 


check outsiders from trading at the 
stores. 

The retailers’ association recently 
held a mass meeting here, at which 
they protested the operations of the 
Ford commissaries. It was declared that 
the Ford stores were underselling mer- 
chants, who faced a heavy loss.

Support Is Requested for Bill

Richmond, Va., April 10 (By A. P.). 
Plans to foster the establishment. by 
the United States government -of @ 
national institute of health were an- 
nounced here tonight in a report of 
the committee on an institute for 
chemo-medical research, of which Dr. 
Charles H. Herty, of New York city, 
adviser to the Chemical Foundation, is 
chairman. 

The report, made public by Dr. 
George D. Rosengarten, of Philadelphia, 
president of the American Chemical 
society, which will open its seventy- 


purposes “to give all possible help in 
the work of public and official educa- 
Aion which must be carried out as an | 
essential factor in the success of this 
movement.” 

Chairman Herty said the nation’s 
chemists were eager to work with the 
government in “a comprehensive Fed- 
eral campaign against the unconquer- 
ed enemies of human health and to; 
cut the annual cost of drugs, doctors 
and hospitals which in the United 
States already has reached $1,000,000,- 
000 and is mounting. 


World Clearing House. 
The Federal government, the report 


organized war on human disease and 
should establish in Washington a 
world clearing house of health. ~ 

The committee urged support of the 
bill introduced in Congress just before 
adjournment by Senator Ransdell, of 
Louisiana, to establish a national in- 
stitute of health, to authorize increased 
appropriations for the hygienic labora- 
tory, and to authorize the government 
to accept donations for use in ascer- 
taining the cause, prevention and cure 
of disease affecting human beings.

suffer and about which little is known. 


Attacks on Colds 


Through research it is proposed to 
attack the common cold, which, it was 
said, results in more deaths and 
economic waite than any other disease: 
influenza, before which modern medi- 
cine was described as impotent; meas- 
les, pneumonia, tuberculosis and can- 
cer, child bed sickness, Bright’s disease, 
mental troubles, heart lesions and 
infantile paralysis, called a persistent 
curse to childhood. 

It is planned to have the national 
institute of health under the juriSdic- 
tion of the Treasury Department and 
the administrative control of the sur- 
geon general of the public health ser- 
vice. Congress will be asked to author- 
ize the erection and equipment of the 
necessary building in or near the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

It is hoped to have Congress sanction 
the acceptance of private gifts to pro- 
mote study, investigation and research 
in pure science in connection with the 
institute, and in cooperation with the 
United States hygienic laboratory. The 
surgeon general would be authorized to 
establish fellowships and utilize the 
proceeds in aid of individual scientists 
who have demonstrated marked prof- 
ciency in research and investigation 


$5,000,000 to Be Asked, 


The facilities of the institute would 
be available to health au-vhorities of 
States, counties or municipalities for 
purposes of instruction and inveStiga- 
tion. Congress will be requested to ap- 
propriate $5,000,000 to acquire a site 
and for five years to build new and 
enlarged quarters for the hygiene 
laboratory and to establish fellowships. 

Public health, Chairman Herty said, 
is a field in which chemical science is 
destined to win fresh triumphs of in-, 
estimable benefit to man in the nex 
decade. ° 

Leading chemists frédm all over the 
United States arrived here today to at- 
tend the. sessions of the society.

Must Prevent Conflict. 


“Whatever else we may do, we must 

prevent an interracial conflict. A bat~- 
tle or a war between white and brown, 
«r white and colored races would be 
‘the last staged in the tragedy of hu- 
manity. Thoughtful men must, there- 
fore, get together, “not merely to talk 
platitudes about tolerance, but also to 
multiply the vehicles for developing 
healthy national and international sen- 
timent, and for creating a program of 
education that shall begin in the cra- 
dle, march through the public school 
system, and not cease until victory of 
Spiritual unity shall have been at- 
tained. 
'’The ideal, apparently too glorious 
to be realized in our day, must never 
be torn out of the heart of man.

Bank Clearings Increase. 
Money Market Stiffens. 
Auto Trade Improves. 


New York, April 10 (By the Asso- 
clated Press).—While several deterrent 
factors exerted a restraining influence 
on business in general last week, out- 
standing developments, such as con- 
tinued heavy steel production, further 
gains in fre’ “t-car loadings and in- 
creasing bank clearings gave evidence 
that gradual commercial expansion was 
still under way. 

The steei industry as a whole was 
operating at approximately 90 per cent 
of capacity, largely because of mo- 
mentum supplied by business in March. 
Pig iron output in March was the 
largest since April of last year. The 
bituminous mine strike was described 
as a negligible factor in the steel mar- 
ket. Heavy March building activities 
was a stimulating factor in the steel 
industry. 


Cross Million-Car Mark. 


Freight loadings in the week ended 
March 26 crossed the million-car mark‘ 
for the third consecutive week, and 
represented a material gain over the 
preceding period. Heavy coal ship- 
ments again were responsible for a 
large portion of .the gain, but miscel- 
laneous freight also was moved in large 
volume. 

Bank clearings in the leading finan- 
clal centers aggregated more than. 21 
per cent above the total for the pre- 
ceding week and around 11 per cent 
over the corresponding week of 1926. 
Bank debits also showed a substantial 
increase over the two comparative 
periods, 

Slight stiffening of the money mar- 
ket was attributed to increasing sea- 
sonable demand for credit, coupled 
with the fact that there has been lit- 
tle addition to the money surplus 
through imports of gold or otherwise. 


Improvement in Auto Trade, 


Slight improvement in the automo- 
bile trade was due to seasonal fac- 
tors, some unsettlement, however, was 


caused by price cuts by a few com- 
panies. Tire plants were reported un- 
der heavy operation and unconfirmed 
talk of price advances were heard dur- 
ing the week.

Harvest Time for Bootleggers. 


4. While the experiment of building 
up: the new prohibition bureau engages 
the chief attention of higher officials, 
‘there will be a letting down of enforce- 
ment in every Federal enforcement dis- 
trict in the United States. It will be a 
great harvest time of peace and plenty 
for the big liquor operators. Some of 
the best trained and highly paid prohi- 
bition investigators have been cut off 
the government pay: roll. This is true 
particularly in’ the larger cities. Fed- 
eral district attorneys, acting on orders 
from the Attorney General at Wash- 
ington, have stripped their staffs of dry 
law assistants. This economy was made 
mandatory because the Senate failed to 
pass the deficiency bill for funds needed 
by the Department .of Justice. The 
crippling of the Federal courts and the 
offices of the Federal district attoerne 
througweut thé country has opera’ 
seriously to affect the morale of the 
Federal enforcement organization. Be- 
cause of this relaxation in vigilance, 
surveillance and prosecution the big 
liquor distributors will quickly expand 
their field of activity. 

5. Whisky smuggling, especially over 
the international .boundaries, - probably 
will increase greatly. The main bootleg 
gateways for liquors through the Cana- 
dian border will be lacking in adequate 
government police protection. Even 
with the enforcement organization at 
full strength, the patrol force fighting 
rum runners on the Canadian border 
has been relatively small, scarcely more 
than 200 men being available for such 
duty. The State Department’s action in 
abrogating the antismuggling treaty 
with the Mexican. government is 
fraught with grave danger to the.Treas- 
ury’s plan to ‘suppress rum smugglers. 

Termination of this treaty means 
that a large volume of the finest im- 
ported liquors from foreign -countries 
will pour over the Mexican boundary 
in an unending stream. Liquor smug- 
glers financed by American bootleg 
liquor handlers will divert whisky 
shipments from Atlantic coast landings 
to Mexican ports where they will en- 
joy the utmost freedom of éntry. 


There they can arrange with compara-* 


tive ease for trans-shipment overland 
through the thousands of unprotected 
gateways along the Mexican boundary 
line. Mexicans, for pay, will gladly aid 
and abet these operations. This gov- 
ernment no longer will have access to 
private confidential information from 
the Mexican government as to thé 
movements of the liquor smugglers, or 
of the landing of liquor cargoes at 
Mexican ports intended for American 
consumption. 


Government Officials Disturbed, 


These and other handicaps to Vol- 
stead law enforcement and the orderly 
processes of justice have -produced a 
situation that is admittedly disturbing 
to higher government officials in- 
trusted with chief responsibility for 
the success or failure of dry law en- 
forcement and administration. Hae 
penings which operate so distinctly 
the government’s disadvantage, and so 
greatly in favor of the illicit Nquor 
producers and distributors, have de- 
veloped almost Overnight.

Dis- 
orders are increasing in the north as the Can- 
tonese propagandists get in their work among 
the mercenaries of the northern armies. The 
appearance of concerted action by the powers 
may have the effect of strengthening the Can- 
tonese campaign by convincing the Chinese 
that they must unite in expelling all foreigners. 


BRITISH LABOR IN REVOLT. 


That digsension has been long smoldering in 
the ranks of the British labor party is noto- 
rious. The more radical section, with strong 
leanings toward communism, is dissatisfied 
with the stand taken on many public questions 
by their more moderate colleagues who, while 
proclaiming themselves socialists, express dis- 
satisfaction and even disgust with communism 
and all its works and pomps. In this country 
socialism and communism are not always 
clearly differentiated by the average citizen, but 
‘in Great Britain the line of demarcation is 
sharply drawn and the distinction between the 
two “‘isms’’ is thoroughly understood and ap- 
preciated by the man inthe street. Thus, Ram- 
say MacDonald, parliamentary leader of the 
laborites and former prime minister, boasts 
that he is a socialist, but indignantly denies 
‘that he harbors: any friendly sentiment for 
communism, and to the voters of Great Britain 
his attitude in these matters ig as clear as the 
noonday sun. 


in the party, however, of which MacDonald j 


is the titular-head, there is, as already stated, a 
strong and growing trend toward communistic 
theories and practices and the more advanced 
apostles of this school of thought, usually 
grouped together under the generic title of 
“Clydesiders,” aspire ultimately to rule Brit- 
ain in their own way. There are many who 
think and fear that, behind them, inspiring and 
driving them on, is the sinister influence of 
soviet Russia. In a recent speech, Sir Alfred 
Mond gave public voice to the uneasiness gen- 
erated by this thought and fear. He said that 
one of the most important and fundamental 
questions facing the electorate today is how 
and by whom Great Britain is to be governed 
in the future—how far Britons are to govern 
themselves and how far they are to be gov- 
erned by alien influences from other countries. 
Characterizing the influence of the “hidden 
hand” from Moscow as one of the greatest dan- 
gers confronting Britain, he went on to declare: 
There is scarcely one industrial dispute 
~ and certainly not the coal strike, which 
was not fomented, continued, financed and 

- embittered by the agents of Moscow.

During March building permits issued in 139 
cities of the United States came to a total of 
slightly more than $316,500,000, as against a 
total of nearly $237,000,000 for February of 
this year, and of some $355,000,000 in March 
a year ago. This indicates a gain of 33.6 per 
cent over the short month of February, but a 
decrease of 10.8 per cent from March a year 
Comparing. March this year with March a 
year ago, 69 cities report increases’‘in the value 
of permits, and 71 report decreases, among 
the latter being New York, Detroit, St. Louis, 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, 
more and Washington. 

The three-month period shows an average 
decrease of 6.1 per cent as compared with the 
similar period last year. The first quarter of 
1926 saw a gain at all cities of 1.5 per cent 
over the preceding year. The figures are not 
particularly reassuring, and indicate that 
building operations will slow down for a time. 
But the slowing down period will not last 
long, because the growth of population is con- 
tinuous, and new people require new buildings.

TO STAMP OUT DIPHTHERIA. 


The District health authorities will soon be- 
gin a campaign aimed at the complete elimina- 
tion of diphtheria. Other municipalities have 
demonstrated, beyond question, that by im- 
munization of babies below the school age it is 
possible to reduce fatalities to the vanishing 
point. This is clearly shown in the case of Au- 
burn, N. Y., 
The Post a short time ago. 


to which reference was made in 
Washington rec- 
ords show that annual deaths from diphtheria 
average 30, and up until a few years ago Au- 
burn had almost as many. But the authorities 


of that city have carried on such an energetic 
campaign in immunizing babies that for the 
last four years not a single death from the 
disease has been reported. 2 

Washington with other cities has practiced 
inoculation with antitoxins among school chil- 
dren, but is is the consensus of opinion among 
the highest medical authorities that far better 
results are to be obtained by immunization be- 
fore children are old enough to go to school. 
The campaign of the health department to safe- 
guard all the children in the District of Colum- 
bia, which will be supported heartily by Dr. 
Murphy, supervisory medical inspector of the 
public schools, should therefore meet with the 
earnest cooperation and support of every par- 
ent in the community. 

The campaign will begin on April 30. On 
Saturday afternoon of next week nine tents 
will be erected on the Ellipse for health dem- 
onstrations. Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts and gold 
star children will give exhibition drills and par- 
ents are urged to take.their children to the 
child clinics. 

-In commenting upon the campaign for the 
immunization of the entire child population Dr. 
Murphy referred ta a typical chart of cases of 
diphtheria in Philadelphia, and showed that 
the mortality among children under 1 year of 
age afflicted with the disease reached 20 per 


cent, dropping gradually to 1 per cent among | 


children of 10 years. 

Examinations will be held in the child 
hygiene clinics and in some of the school houses 
on April 30, and invitations have been sent to 
physicians to offer their services in the exami- 
nations. There is no good reason why this 
campaign in behalf of the little childrensshould 
not prove as effective as that carried on in 
Auburn, which during the last four years has 
not lost a child from diphtheria. 


PIGS IS PIGS. 


While the newspapers have recorded the 
breaking of swimming records, pole discov- 
eries, coffee drinking contests and many un- 
usual crimes during the past year, no atten- 
tion has been given, until now, to the. new 
record made by. the State of Tennessee in the 
matter of pig production. 

It is not that the Volunteer State has pro- 
duced more hogs: than any other Common- 
Wealth but her swine growers, according to 
the Department of Agriculture, produced more 
“ton litters” in 1926 than any other State 
can claim, 

A ton litter will sound like Greek, or San- 
scrit, to the uninitiate, but the explanation is 
simple. It means that a mamma pig, commonly 
called by the uneuphonious name of sow,’ suc- 
ceeded in bringing into the world a number 
of small piggies which, through proper feed- 
ing and loving care on the part of the owner 
of the mamma in question, tipped the scales 
at one ton or more by the time. they reached 
the mature age, for a piggy, of 180 days. 

Thus the Department of Agriculture in a 
carefully prepared “‘summary of 1926 ton- 
litter work by. States,’ shows that of the 29 
such States worthy of a place on the roll of 
honor, Tennessee “produced 121 ton Litters, 
winning first place in the number produced. 
Pennsylvania farmers produced 114, Illinois 
‘About 30 
per cent of the total number of. entries fin- 
ished in the ton-litter class.” 

However, Dr. C. D- Lowe, ‘“‘extension animal 
husbandman,” who furnishes this information

one-fifth were the direct result of inadequate 
street lighting. On highways, as contrasted 
to city streets, bad lighting has been shown. to 
be responsible for more than 20 per cent of all 
accidents occurring after dark. Careful ‘rec: 
ords have been kept of certain streets in Chi- 


cago, upon which formerly there averaged 
three deaths a year by after-dark accidents. 
Two years ago the lighting on these streets was 
modernized and since that date no fatal acci- 
dent has occurred at night. In Cleveland im- 
proved lighting on two streets reduced after-. 
dark traffic deaths from an average of fifteen 
to but two a year. 

This record harmonizes with the statement 
made several days ago by officials of the 
bureau of standards to the effect that’ more 
automobile accidents were caused by  in- 
sufficient headlight illumination than by glar- 
ing lamps. No one can drive an automobile 
with safety if he ¢an not see where’ he is 
going, If a street is not sufficiently illumi- 
nated the headlights of the automobile must 
be brought into play. 
wisdom of a “bright-light’”’ law, similar to that 
in effect in Washington, is apparent. 

The bureau is trying to establish a standard 
headlight for automobiles which will combine 
a maximum driving light with a minimum of 


glare or other inconvenience to the oncoming | 


driver. This will be of great value in making 
after-dark driving safe. The ideal situation 
will not be reached, however, until every high- 
way in the United States is scientifically illumi- 
nated by fixed lights, making headlights. no 
longer necessary. ; 


POLICE AND FIRE PENSIONS. 


It jis possible that there is sound law _ be- 
hind the opinion of Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl when he “‘informally”’ advises the director 
of the budget that civil war and other mili- 
tary pensions for the remainder of the present 
fiscal year may be paid out of the appropria- 
tions for 1928, while at the same time he re- 
fuses to authorize the payment of pensions to 
retired men of the District police and fire de- 
partments. But to the firemen and police- 
men of Washington the “unofficial decision” 
of Mr. McCarl appears like rank discrimina- 
tion. 

The blame for the distress that threatens 
District pensioners rests upon the shoulders 
of those senators who maintained the filibuster 
during the last days of the session, which re- 
sulted in the defeat of the second deficiency 
bill. This fact, however, fails to explain how 
the comptroller general was able to discover 
authority to permit the commissioner of pen- 


sions to make payments for April and May - 


when he is unable to find similar authority .to 
permit the disbursing officer of the District 
to do likewise. - 

It must be that the comptroller general will 
be guided by the wording of the statutes, and 
it is possible that upon a further examination 
of the laws bearing on the matter he will find 
authority for extending the relief so much 
needed. 


APPLESAUCE. 


The bureau of agricultural economics has 
reported the fact that growers, shippers ‘and 
city dealers are reporting a surplus of apples. 
Large quantities now in storage may never 
reach consumers, and the situation is further 
complicated by the fact that competition of ber- 


ries and other fruit is expected to be earlier 
and heavier than last year. 

The public, however, will not join in the 
alarm with which the apple interests view the 
Situation, It seems like centuries ago since 
restaurants cut an apple pie into but four 
pieces, sliding each over the counter at a nickel 
a portion. The return of that day may be 
hastened if the apple surplus is as great.as one 
is led to believe. Eating apples may be brought 
down from the 10-cent pinnacle upon which the 
vorner vender has placed them. Apple dump- 
lings may return to favor as the great Ameri- 
can dessert. Applesauce, baked apples, apple 
cobbler—as succulent dishes.as man ever has 
produced—may be brought back to the delight 
of epicureans. - 

It should not be difficult to utilize the sur- 
plus. If so, it will be a great day for the 
American public. On the other hand, the 
throwing of this vast quantity of apples on the 
market undoubtedly would react adversely 
upon the medical: profession.

Is a Hearse a Pleasure Car. 

To the Editor of the Post—Sir: I note 
the editorial in The Post today in the 
matter of the question as to whether 
a hearse is a “pleasure car,” within the 
meaning of certain police regulations, 
or a “commercial vehicle.” 

The same question confronted the in- 
ternal revenue bureau, sales tax di- 
vision, a few years.ago in construing 
the internal revenue law which imposed 
one rate of tax upon pleasure cars (5 
per cent) and another rate (3 per cent) 
upon commercial vehicles or trucks. 
This was a manufacturer’s tax. The 
Michigan manufacturers of funeral 
cars or hearses objected to the imposi- 


tion of the higher rate as pleasure or © 


passenger cars and claimed the pre- 
| ferential rate as commercial (not pas- 
|senger or pleasure) cars. The bureau 
|at first held that these were taxable as 
passenger cars. Counsel appearing for 
the Michigan motor hearse manu- 
facturers were heard by James M., 
Baker, one time secretary of the Senate, 
former head of the sales tax unit, and 
by the solicitor of internal revenue 
finally. It required no extended argu- 
ment to prove the obvious fact that a 
hearse is not a “pleasure car,” whatever 
else it may be. The result of the repre- 
sentations and hearings was that the 
unit reversed itself and held the motor 
hearse to be a commercial vehicle and 
taxable at the lower rate and the manu- 
facturers of the motor hearses collected 
a refund of the excess of 2 per cent 
paid in under the construction of the 
law first had. 

This Treasury decision may furnish a 
precedent for the guidance of the 
magistrate in New York who is wrem 
tling with this “grave” problem.

INDIANS IN THE WAR. 


‘The recent appointment of Charges 
Alone, full-blood Arikara Indian,’ as

Charges Alone, whose Americanized 
name is Thomas Rogers, does not talk 
much about his exploits, but the majors 
under whom he fought !s glad to relate 
them. “For three months prior.to ths 
| bavtie of Soissons, Tom, who. was'e 
| scout, wag sent out every night to the 
German front to get information as ta 
what organization was there,” the offi- 
cer says. “His manner of getting in- 
formation was a novel one. A whitd 
lieutenant accompanied him as far as 
it was safe to go; Tom then went on 
alone to the front, creeping through the 
grass, bushes and weeds, and when # 
sentinel passed, captured him with hf 
bare hands and took him back to tf 
American camp, where he was ques! 
tioned. In case the sentinel attempted 
to give the alarm, Tom ‘croaked’ him 
and carried his coat to camp. In 90 
nights he did not fail once to bring 
back his man or a coat. He brought 
in 33 of the latter.” 

When Marshal Foch was in North 
Dakota on his American trip he picked 
Tom out of a crowd of Indians, and 
placing his hand on his shoulder, said: 
“Tom Rogers was the bravest soldier 
in France.”

Mandan. Postmaster General New was 
proud to take him into the service.

DARK FUTURE ON FARMS 


Kansas City, April 10 (By A. P.).— 
Oklahoma and southern Kansas streams, 
the overflowing of which during the 
last few days caused the loss of seven- 
teen lives and great damage to growing 
crops, appeared tonight to have con- 
cluded their orgy of destruction. Re- 
ports from affected sections told of 
receding waters, of rivers returning to 
their banks, and of cessation of rain, 
with a warm sun shining. 

The Verdigris river at Independence, 
Kans., which spreads out over thous- 
ands of acres of wheat lands, was fall- 
ing, as was the Neosho river at Parsons. 
From northeastern Oklahoma, into 
which these two streams flow, came re- 
ports of overflows into lowlands, but 
the crest of the flood was believed 
=? with little further anxiety 
e 

At Chickasha, in southern Oklahoma, 
the Washita river, which yesterday fell 
more than a foot, had risen again today 
when waters from swollen Kansas rivers 
came down stream. No further over- 
flow was anticipated, however. The sub- 
siding water from the lowlands left a 
muddy deposit, severely damaging early 
spring crops. 

Bottom-land farmers in southeastern 
Kansas, many of them forced to flee 
on short notice from the rising waters, 
leavi nd their live stock to its fate, today 
were sadly contemplating the future. 
Many expressed the opinion that only 
& meagre wheat crop will be possible 
from the thousands of acres of growing 
grain which have been under water the 
last two days. 

No estimates of the total crop damage 
were available tonight. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 10 (By A. Fe) 
Flood conditions at Columbus, Ky., and 
Burks Landing, Miss., where levee 
breaks on the Mississippi river have 
appeared imminent several days, were 
reported considerably relieved today. 

The stream was falling at Columbus, 
where a break in the municipal levee 
had been expected. Only a skeleton 
levee, undermined through half its 
thickness, had held the waters more 
than a week. The river still was above 
tke town tonight.

| HOW By DR. W. 


PANAMA NEEDS ITS SCREENS YET. 
A LITTLE less than ten years ago 


Dr. Arthur McCormack, then chief 

health officer of the Panama Canal 
Zone, advocated the abandonment of 
screening. His idea was that the zone 
had been made so free from yellow 
fever, typhoid and malaria that screen- 
ing was unnecessary. Since there were 
so few files and mosquitoes it was 
wasteful to screen houses against them. 
His advice was not accepted. The peo- 
ple were too much under the influence 
of Gen. Gorgas for that. Many of them 
had witnessed his fight for screens a 
little more than ten years before. They 
had experienced the improvement that 
screening had brought about. It was 
too much to ask them to consent to 
have them removed. 

I am sure, had I been there, I would 
have been with those who stood for 
screens. And yet there are a fair num- 
ber of unscreened buildings in the 
Canal Zone today. Most of them are 
office buildings and stores occupied 
during the daytime only. Some are 
shacks and other structures that shel- 
ter a few people at night. Much of the 
work done in and near the channel is 
done after the hour when the last ship 
starts through and before the hour the 
next day when transit is renewed. 
These men do not work behind screens. 


In Panama City meat and fish count- 
ers are not screened. : People sleep in 
unscreened quarters. There are few 
filles and fewer mosquitoes. There is no 
typhoid and nojyellow fever, and ma- 
laria is fairly rare. The baby death rate 
from diarrheal diseases is low enough 
to compare favorably with that of more 
northern cities. Flies are spreading less 
diarrhea to babies in Panama City than 
they are in New York, Chicago, Los An- 
geles, or Richmond. 

They seem to be approaching the 
point where they can get along without 
screening; when they can live com- 
fortably and keep healthy in spite of 
insects. The reason is that they go 
back to the source. They prevent mos- 
quito breedings by drainage, oiling and 
the cleaning out of undergrowth. 

It was Dr. McCormack’s. notion that it 
was better to spend the money in this 
direction rather than on screening. He 
was right as to his main theme, but he 
was probably wrong as to time and 
place. If the screens were not there, 
the present health officer, Col. Cham- 


berlain, probably would not recommend | 
that the necessary money be spent to}; 
put them in. He would say to spend it 


rather in the prevention of breeding of 
mosquitoes and flies. But they are in 
and he will be slow to change the estab- 
lished policy. And he should be. 
Nowhere else has the United States 
pushed so far South. We are making 
a demonstration practically in the 
equator. If it succeeds it proves what 
can be done anywhere between the trop- 
ics of Cancer and Capricorn. We have 
succeeded. Tigre is no urgent reason 


for a change. TSie demonstration should. 


be continued along the established line 
until the factor of safety is very large. 

Dr. McCormack’s idea may have’ been 
right in 1917 had we then known as 
much as we know now about mosqui- 
toes and flies. That we did not know. 
In fact, most of what we Know as 
actual, proved, workable fact has come 
not only since 1917, but from the zone. 

Beyond doubt, when Gorgas decided 
in 1904 or 1905 to make the people safe 
while he ditched and drain.cd, cleaned 
up the brush and burned the garbage 
and manure, he showed good judgment. 
All of which shows that good judgment 
depends on time and place and other 
things as well.

WHAT SHADE OF POWDER. 


ANY women seem in doubt as 

to what shade of powder they 

should use, though this is 
merely a matter of matching—and al- 
most every one of my questioners 
would tell you that she can match 
ribbons, or stockings, or a purse to a 
hat. 

Today, the idea in using powder is 
merely to give the face a pleasing 
finish, rather than to alter its color. 
There is no such thing as “the smart 
tint” in powders. The only acceptable 
tint is the one that matches your skin. 
White powder, then, is totally out of 
consideration, as are most of the vivid 
pinks. 


Examine your skin carefully, trying 
the effects of different powders, If 
you fail to find one that matches ex- 
actly, buy two and mix them. The 
best way of doing this is also the 
simplest: put a small quantity of each 
in one of the boxes and shake it. 

In applying the powder, do not scrub 
it in, but pat or dust it on and flick 
off the surplus with your puff. If 
you feel that you need rouge, use it, 


though a bright tint is not smart at 
the moment, since the mouth is to be 
the one truly artificial touch. 

In the evening, the brunette who 
uses rachel or ocre powder during the 
day, may look well with a clear yellow- 
ish powder. For the blonde, a pearly 
or a lavender powder may bé marvel- 
ous. If the lavender by itself is too 
pronounced, try adding a teaspoonful 
of it to some of the powder you use 
by day. 


Dear Viola Paris—You have said in 
one of your articles, “Don’t be satis- 
fied with discolored, freckled hands.”

Answer—lI believe I did give remedies 
in that same article. First of all, you 
can use a special bleach at night. Then 
you can be careful to use a lotion or 
cream after washing the hands, and 
you can protect them from sun and 
wind and harsh contacts. Rubbing a 
freely cut lemon over the hands is ex- 
cellent. Peroxide and pumice removes 
stains. The same bleach creame that 
you use on your face can be applied, 
under gloves, to the hands at bedtime.

Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


HE pointer for today is: 

With Jack-x in Dummy, and a 
small card led against a No-Trump 
the Jack is frequently the play—but 
not always. 

At No-Trump, a small card being led, 
the play from Jack-x in Dummy is more 
difficult to decide than the play of 
King-x or Queen-x. When Jack-x is 
held, there are more high-card com- 
binations for the Closed Hand to hold, 
and the cards in the Closed Hand de- 
termine which card should be played 
from Dummy. 

When the Closed Hand has no card 
of value, it is immaterial whether the 
Jack or the small card is played. The 
leader has not opened small from Ace- 
King-Queen, so there is no hope of a 
trick. 

When the Closed Hand has Queen- 
x-x, the Jack should not be played from 
Jack-x because, if the small card be 


played, a trick in the suit is sure; but 
if the Jack be played, the Third Hand 
may win with the Ace or King and re- 
turn the suit through Queen-x in

London, April 10 (By A. P.).—-Tomor- 
row is “budget day” in the house of 
commons, the most importent day in 
the periiamentary year, for it affects 
the pocketbook of every British texpay- 
er. Another $4,000,000,000 budget is in 
prospect to more than match last 
year’s. 

Just after tea time the 615 members 
of the house will crowd the leather 
benches of the dimly lighted chamber 


to hear Winston Churchill, chancellor 
of the ey and financial watch- 
dog of the tish empire, read the 
long speech, usually from 15,000 te 
25,000 words, which is in effect a na- 
tional] balance sheet. . 

The eyes of Britain are on Wesat- 
minster on budget day. The Cockney 
in the east end of London and the 
millionaire country gentleman on his; 
vast estate are both interested. The 
Cockney may rejoice that “a penny off 
beer” has announced, meaning a 
reduction in the government tax. The 
millionaire may be made happy in the 
reduction of income tax. 


No Roor for Reduction. 


Both Cockney and millionaire, how- 
ever, will be disappointed tomorrow for 
reduction of British taxation in any 
form whatever is almost the 
realm of bility in view of the 
deficit of £37,000,000ewhich faces Mr. 
Churchijl on the financial year of 1926- 
27. 


This will be the third Churchill 
budget. Both previous ones have 
shown deficits, and in the last two 
years Britain has fallen behind finan- 
cially more than £50,000,000. Tomor- 
row the chancellor must announce new 
sources of revenue and new economies. 
The disastrous genera] strike last May 
and the long coal strike were largely 
responsible for the losses. : 

The budget is the chancellor's de- 
tailed announcement to parliament of 
the government's proposals for raising 
the vast sums for adminisa-

Westminster Gazette Calls on 
Government to Find Way 
of Repudiation. 


GRAVE MISCHIEF FEARED 


London, April 10 (By A. P.).—The 
action of Sir Auckland Geddes, former 
British Ambassador to the United 
States, in breaking his long political 
silence last night with a speech in which 
he declared that one of the streams 
of anti-British propaganda in China 
came from many American mission and 
hospital centers, promises to make a 
first-class sensation here. 


The Westminster Gazette, in an edi- 
torial which will appear tomorrow, 
calls for afi explanation and apology 
from Sir Auckland, and says that it 
should be the government’s duty to 
find some way of repudiating Sir Auck- 
land and his “callous and mischievous 
utterances.” 

“Nothing more flagrant in the way 
of political indiscretion has been per- 
petuated for many years,” the paper 
will say, “than Sir Auckland's sugges- 
tion that anti-English feeling in China 
is paftly due to American influence.” 

Protesting that such official posi- 
tions as Sir Auckland ever held came 
“through the curious incidents of war 
time, which pitchforked the two Geddes 
brothers into a round of gradiose office 
without any corresponding political 
authority,” the Westminster Gazette 
will conclude, ‘‘This outrage on Ameri- 
can sentiment will be universally repro- 
bated here, and we are sure that all 
responsible and instructed opihion in 
the United States will be quick to grasp 
the fact that Sir Auckland is a politi- 
clan of no consequence on the per- 
manently retired shelf.” 

Speaking at a conservative meeting 
in Ashford, Kent, last night, Sir Auck- 
land said that China was acquiring her 
westernized mentality through the 
United States and from young Chinese 
who Nad returned to China from there 
and repeated the gibberish they had 
heard about British tyrrany and im- 
perialism. Sir Auckland said he had 
been assured there were two streams 
of anti-British: propaganda flowing into 
China, one inspired from Moscow and 
the other running from many Ameri- 
can mission and hospital centers. This 
latter, he declared, was merely an in- 
stinctive belief that Great Britain 
would not be generous toward China.

In the note delivered last night to 
the Chinese charge d'affaires at Mos- 
cow, the soviet government informd 
Peking that, pending satisfactory re- 
dress for last week’s raid, it will per- 
mit only its consulate personnel to 
remain in Peking. 


Rejects Punitive Action. 


The soviet government, while possess- 
ing sufficient technical means for em- 
ploying repressive measures, the note 
says, nevertheless definitely rejects the 
idea of punitive action. 

“It fully understands that irresponsi- 
ble foreign imperialists are provoking 
Russia to war,” the note says. “It 
fully understands that the Peking 
cabinet has become a tool in a game 
played by foreign imperialist groups.” 

The soyiet note was in the nature of 
a reply to one from the Peking foreign 
office, transmitted through the local 
charge d’affaires, stating that under the 
protection of the soviet embassy, com- 
munists had established themselves in 
the Dahl bank, and the former Rus- 
sian barracks, and had plotted an up- 
rising. The Peking note declared that 
as a result of the raid, weapons and 
propaganda and other evidence had 
been found proving this intention. 

The soviet note, in answer to the 
Peking note, declares that the methods 
employed by the Chinese police and 
soldiers who conducted the raid, gave 
an opportunity to plant any desired 
evidence to bolster the charges that a 
plot was being hatched. 


Nation Urged to Prepare. 


Izvestia, official government organ, 
declares that the soviet note is in- 
spired by Sincere desire to avoid a 
world slaughter which irresponsible 
circles and foreign imperialists are 
trying to provoke. 

“Although the soviet govefnment pos- 
sesses adequate technical resources,” 
the paper says, “it has definitely re- 
frained from measures of compulsion 
because in soviet policy the peace as- 
piration plays a decisive role and not 
the consideration that any certain step 
may be understood to be a sign of 
weakness and loss of prestige, consid- 
erations which usually animate the 
policy of bourgeoisie governments.” 

Izvestia, in conclusion, maintains 
that the soviet note will figure in the 
history of diplomatic relations as a 
document of peace.

Sought Four Loans 


The plan presented at the conference 
was to have each of four public-spirited 
citizens put up a loan of one-fourth 
the necessary amount. Mr. Edson 
agreed to make one of the four. Partic- 
ular assignments then devolved upon 
the others to bring the plan to comple- 
tion, and in a remarkably short time 
it was completed, and all matters ar- 
ranged. Mr. Taliaferro declared he and 
Mr. Dougherty. were greatly pleased 
over the conclusion reached. 

It developed yesterday thaéthe situa- 
tion was even, more critical than had 
been generally realized. The District 
still owes the foster mothers $2,000 for 
board for the children for the latter 
half of March, with the result that a 
great many of them had been clamoring 
for their money, since their circum- 
stances are such that they can not make 
advancements of their own for the 
maintenance of the children. 

There are 217 mothers caring for the 
468 children, about three-fourths of 
whom are colored. Mr. Stuart said yes- 
terday that he had been able, until 
McCarl’s ruling was made public, to 
allay the fears of the mothers by tell- 
ing them the matter was in the hands 
of the comptroller, and that a favor- 
able decision was expected. 

However, when an unfavorable deci- 
sion was rendered, something had to 
be done. The District's money ran out 
March 26, and there were five days for 
which the foster mothers did not re- 
ceive compensation when their checks 
came the first of this month. 

Had the matter not been settled yes- 
terday, Mr. Stuart would have found a 
blue Monday, indeed, awaiting him to- 
day. He said yesterday that it is pos- 
sible the District will find quite a num- 
ber of children placed on its hands be- 
fore the end of this week. 


Donovan Sees Legal Grounds. 


And what would the District have 
done with them had the money not 
been obtained? This nobody can tell. 
The institutions are full. They would 
have had nowhere to go, and the Dis- 
trict would have been helpless. 

The conclusion reached yesterday has 
anticipated any resubmission of the 
matter to the comptroller. Maj. Daniel 
J Donovan, District auditor, said there 
seems to be legal grounds for declar- 
ing the support of the children a “legal 
deficiency,” and therefore absolutely 
obligatory, whether any provision has 
been made for the money by appropri- 
ation or not. 

He pointed out that previous legisla- 
tion has made it compulsory on the 
board of children’s guardians to sup- 
port the children who were turned over 
to the District by court order for main- 
tenance. The legislation that created 
this obligation on the District, he said, 
is still in effect, and operative now un- 
der the board of public welfare. 

The legislation creating the board of 
public welfare makes ho statement re- 
garding such obligation, but, he point- 
ed out, it did not need to do so since 
the board is merely a coordination of 
administrative agencies, the foundations 
of which are rooted in previous legis- 
lation. He was of the opinion that it 
would have been proper to incur a de- 
ficiency for the support of the children 
on the ground of obligation by law, 
and that a resubmission of the mat- 
ter to the comptroller would have 
brought a favorable decision on this 
ground. 

The comptroller still has under con- 
sideration the matter of providing for 
the 2,124 indigent District patients at 
St. Elizabeths hospital. A decision is 
expected early this week. There is no 
certainty as to what the decision will 
be, since different situations call for 
different conclusions, and especially 
does this oppy. in the comptroller's 
office. Maj. ovan pointed out that 
St. Elizabeths hospital is a government 
institution, obligated to provide for 
patients intrusted to it,

But to do so would absolutely violate 
solemn treaty obligations of the United 


States. 

In his aversion to war, William Jen- 
nings Bryan in 1914 committed the 
government of the United States to a 
| “treaty for the advancement of peace” 
with China. This treaty was signed 
in Washington September 14, 1914, rati- 
fied by the Senate the following month 
and proclaimed October 23, 1915, after 
ratifications had been exchanged stated 
in article I. 

“Any disputes arising between the 
| government of the United States and 
| the government of the Republic of 
China, of whatever nature they may 
| be, shall, “Wteti“'ordifiary diplomatic 
| proceedings’ Mave failed and the high 
contracting’ parties do not have fre- 
course to arbitration, be submitted for 
investigation, and report to a perma- 
nent international commission con- 
stituted in the manner prescribed in 
the following article. 

“The high contracting parties agree 
not to resort, with respect to each 
other, to any act of “‘orce during the 
investigation to be made by the com- 
mission and before its report is handed 
in.” 

Officials of the State Department 
made it clear last night that they 
had not been thinking in terms of the 
Bryan treaty because American arméd 
forces were not sent. to China on a war 
mission. 

But it is clear by the terms of the 
treaty that if the United States re- 
sorts to “any act of force” pending an 
investigation of the Nanking incident, 
as prescribed by the pact, it will have 
violated a solemn treaty, now in force, 

When protection of American lives 
is at stake, it is conceded that armed 


forces may be drawn into the pic- 
ture with orders given to American 
| marines not to use their,guns unless 
they are compelled to. But for Amer- 
ica to join with Britain in threatening 
to use military force unless certain de- 
mands were met at a _ specific time 
would admittedly be another matter. 

Apology, indemnity, guarantee 
against future occurence will epitomize 
the identic notes to be communicated 
to the Cantonese government, The 
American note: will be strong in lane 
guage and reflect the indignation and 
sorrow of the United States government 
over the fact that an American life was 
taken at Nanking and that other 
Americans were ‘made to suffer. But 
after stating in no uncertain terms, that 
America expects China to make 
reparation, the United States governe 
ment will not add a threat or an ulti- 
matum, but will reserve to itself its 
future action in case there should be 
repetition of similar events. 


Japan Waited on U. 8. View. 


The French and Italians first supe 
ported the warlike British suggestion, 
while Japan awaited America’s decision, 

When America's position became dee 
fined the other powers fell in line with 
America’s main suggestion. 

This may be the second time that 
America has spared the world from the 
horrors of a real antiforeign conflagra- 
tion in China. John Hay’s famous 
open-door note, which for the first time 
pledged the powers to recognizing the 
integrity of China as a nation, was 
flashed to the world on July 3, 1900, 
while antiforeign fire. were raging and 
the legation quarter was besieged by 
the Boxers. It broke the back of the 
Boxer movement. Opportunity may have 
come to Secretary Kellogg to check the 
threatening flames of antiforeignism 
by letting it become known that the 
real goal of the Chinese nationalists is 
not being obstructed by the foreign 
powers or at least by the United States 
of America. 

Peking, April 10 (By A. P.).--It ap- 
pears certain that the five-power note 
of protest over the Nanking outrages 
will be presented to the Hankow gov- 
ernment tomorrow. 

London, April 10 (By A. P.).—It was 
learned in official quarters tonight 
that formalities have been completed 
and that the five powers expected to 
present separate. but identical notes of 
protest regarding the! Nanking outrages 
in Peking early in the week, 

No time limit is set and the question 
of sanctions is left for future consid- 
eration if necessary. It is believed, 
however, that since France and Italy 
have joined the protest, demonstrating 
the complete unity of the treaty pow- 
ers, the occasion for sanctions will not 
arise and that this proof of the solidar- 
ity of the powers will impress the Cane 
tohese authorities to realize their ree 
sponsibilities.

AVERAGE RENT RATES 
ARE LOWER FOR YEAR 


Survey of 181 Cities Reveals 
Most Stability Shown in 
the East. 


Average rent rates in Washington for 
the year ended last February were lower 
than in the year ended February, 1926, 
according to a report made public to- 
day by the national industrial confer- 
ence board with headquarters in New 
York city. 

A survey of 181 cities throughout the 
country indicate that rents are more 
stable in the East than in the middle 
West. However, 94 of the cities ex- 
perienced no appreciable change during 
the past year. Of the larger cities, 
Philadelphia still shows the highest in- 
crease in rentals as compared with pre- 
war or 1914 figures, the rate being 115 
per cent, the report stated. 

Butte, Mon., shows the lowest de- 
crease below the 1914 level. The de- 
crease ranging between 31 and 40 per 
cent, while Ann Arbor, Mich., shows 
the highest increase over the prewar 
level with 200 per cent, according to 
the report. :
